SofarasI have been able 
to examine your constitution I may say its 
teachings are admirable, Based upon the 
good of humanity, with a firm belief in the 
one God over all, the creator and preserver 
of the universe, your constitution is the 
handmaid of virtue and benevolence in 
every walk of life. I have chosen the words 
of my text because in all profane history 
there is no friendship so exalted and un- 
broken in it course as that portrayed as exist- 
ing between David and Jonathan. It is 
one of the greatest earthly blessings any 
man can possess to havea loyal and true 
friend in every change of fortune. The very 
God given laws of our nature demand the 
formation of friendships. It is not only in 
the hours of sorrow and under the burden 
of life that meet every man along the 

journey, but even in its joys and blessings, 

we long for someone to share these with us. 
The man who never has and does not look 
for friendship is one of the most miserable 
of God's creatures. It is one of the God 
given laws of our being that we should long 
for friendship. Hence we find men banding 
themselves together. And when we think 
not only how our choice of friends reveals 
to the world what our character is but how 
much they mould our character, how careful 
you and I should be in seeking for friend- 
ships amongst our fellow men. Strive then, 
men of Friendship lodge,and liye up to your 
constitution and its teachings for they are 
admirable. Live up to them and they will 
determine your character. The hour of 
adversity is that which always tests our 
friendship. Jonathan, Saul’s son, arose and 
braved the fierce anger of his father at the 
peril of his life. David and Jonathan found 
some trait of character that united them to- 
gether. You find that the character of 
David that drew out the heart of Jonathan, 
was that jealousy he had fer God when he 
was fired by the taunts of jthe Philistine. 
And you find that Jonathan’s nobility of 
mind drew out the heart of Dayid towards 
him: the young man who he knew was going 
to supplant him as heir to the throne of 
Israel. Letusremember that friendships form- 
ed because of some noble trait oficharacter in 
another towards ourselves will stand the 
strain and stress of time, with all the 
changes it may bring us. The true friend 
is the man who is a friend to the other's 
soul. Not onlydid Jonathan give David 
material assistanee but he strenthened his 
faith in God. One condition of your brother- 
hood is a belief in God the creator. The 
belief in God imvolves belief in the human 
soul. It is because you and I have a 
spiritual nature and a spiritual being that 
we believe intelligently, but before we can 
believe intelligently we must believe we 
have a soul to which God’s spirit speaks. 
It you have not this belief my advice to you 
is to leave the order both for your own soul’s 
sake and for the sake of the order to which 
you belong; and I say the same to members 
of every order upon which society rests. 
Keep all the literature you may read, all 
the companionships and all the associations 
of life free from the company of those who 
scoff at these sacred things and say there is 
nothing higher in this destiny than the one 
who vanishes no one knows where. You 
cannot have these associations and have a 
pure upright character in the sight of God. 
Build up along the lines of your constitution. 
And lastly allow me to mtroduce to the 
members of Friendship lodge, No. 7, our 
elder brother Jesus Christ, the nearest and 
best friend that mortal ever had. The 
friend that sticketh closer than any earthly 
brother. The son of Ged comegto us,—all 
tangled up in the works of sin, not knowing 
which way to turn, and nothing but death 
staring usin the face—Jesus Christ comes 
and with his strong right hand cleaves the 
way in order that you and I may come out 
into the presence of God's sunlight and tind 
that peace and joy which you and I can only 
find through belieying in him. You and I 
know that there aretimes when weneed more 
than human symapathy. Jesus Christ was 
bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh, took 
upon him our nature, that he might enter 
into all our human sympathies and sorrows ; 
that he might be with us not only through 

the journey of life; byt when we are called 

to pass through the valley of the shadow of 

death he will be with us then and lead us 

out into the better life beyond. A loyal 
and true friend is one of the greatest earth- 
lv blessings therefore take Him as your 

friend. Set Him before you as the one ex- 
ample for which you were seeking to mould 

your life, and never rest satisfied until you 

are brought out into the life beyond. In 

Christ's stead,I ask you to take Him asyour 
friend through time and eternity. :

of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years,—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
shouid be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so far as 1 knew, no other person 
was likeiy to come forward to advocate 
these or like views.

In conclusion I will say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, yet having entered upon it in good 
faith I shall do all I can to win, and ask for 
the active assistance of every man who 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have been selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constituency 
and of the country.
